WHY DON’T SEEDS SPROUT 
How mu ch realibility is to be 
p laced on seed s, is a p roblem for 
all gard eners. Ord inary gard en 
seed s can u su ally be d ep end ed 


hole throu gh the shell. We com­ 
monly p lant the seed s of p each­ 
es, walnu ts, hick ery -nu ts 
and 
the lik e in au tu m n so th at the 
frosts of winter 
may weak en 
u p on to come u p p romp tly . Oc- their hard and wood y ex teriors. 
casionally , howev er, seed s that 
seem read y to grow, will not d o 
so. 
When, small seed s are p lanted 
in heav y soil ju st before a rain, 
the storm may so p u d d le the soil 
as to form a hard cru st on the 
su rface which d elicate seed ling* 
cannot p enetrate. One may act­ 
u ally hav e to help them to the 
light and air. On the other hand , 
if insu fficient 
rain 
falls, 
the 
y ou ng p lants may d ry u p before 
they really get started . Cov ering 
seed -bed s with p ap er, cloth, or a 
light mu lch 
aid s the 
p lants 
against these d ifficu lties. 
Certain seed s hav e been k nown 
to grow when more than two 
hu nd red 
y ears 
old . 
Howev er, 
these are only rare instances 
and most gard en seed s are u n­ 
lik ely to germinate if more than 
two or three 
y ears 
old . 
Oily 
seed s, lik e those of carrot, p ars­ 
nip and flax , are first to fail; bu t 
p eas and 
beans, 
filled 
with 
starch, remain p otent for a mu ch 
longer time. 
Still o ther seeds seem desig ned 
to lie in the so il fo r a time be­ 
cause their seed-co ats are 
so 
hard and imperv io us that neith­ 
er water no r air can enter. The 
canna and lo tus hav e seeds o f 
this kind. In nature, the seeds 
remain in the earth until their 
shells decay , but o ne can make 
them g ro w at o nce by filing a 


Ind iv id u al 
sp ecies of p lants 
may hav e their own p ecu larities 
which m u st be tak en into ac­ 
cou nt if we wish them to grow. 
Seed s of mistletoe and a few 
others will not grow in1 light. 
In some seed s a p eriod of aft­ 
er-rip ening mu st ensu e before 
they will grow: in others a cer­ 


tain amou nt of cold is necessary . 
Seed s of p eonies often d o not 
grow at all the first y ear. A con­ 
sid erable nu mber of seed s seem 
to grow better when v inegar or 
some other acid is ad d ed to the 
soil. Many gard eners believ e th at 
old seed s of melons, cu cu mbers, 
and 
squ ashes . p rod u ce 
more 
fru itfu l p lants than new seed s 
any they often u se them instead 
of fresh seed s.
